Finding of Arsenic, Believ- 
ed to Be Poisonous; Was 
Significent Factor in Mc- 
Naughton Murder Trial 
Years Ago.

If Dr. W. Jay Bell’s assertion is cor- 
rect that arsenic is not a toxic poison, 
and he is able successfully to prove his 
point by a demonstration to be held 
during the week under the supervision 
of the prison commission and other 
state officials, it is not improbable that 
the famous McNaughton case will be 
reopened and a new attempt made to 
release the convicted man. 

Dr. J. W. McNaughton is a life-term 
convict at the Georgia state prison 
farm at Milledgeville, where he is 
serving his sentence on a conviction 
on the charge of murder of Fred 
Flanders by means of administering 


The Naughton case originated in 
Bmanuel county about four years ago, 
and was one of the: sensational crim- 
inal trials of the state. 

The accused, Dr. McNaughton, was a 
practicing physician in Emanuel 
county and enjoyed a good reputation 
among his neighbors and associates. 
He was the family physician of Fred 


ty, who died under suspicious circum-

@rticles' agree that the real cause of 
the steps taken by the Dutch govern- 
ment is not known, but that most cer- 
tainly they are not directed against 
Germany. 

“In this connection, the press ex- 
presses appreciation of the strict neu- 
trality the Dutch government has 
maintained from the beginning of the 
war. The Berliner Tageblatt says: 
‘The Dutch nation has always kept 
trade and politics apart, as scarcely 
any other nation has done. 
haye held their trade aloof from sym- 
pathies and antipathies alike, and also 
have always maintained this principle 
against encroachment. 

“In an excellent book published by

Dr. J. N. Barnett, of Albany, 
third member of the health board is 
also announced. 

The trustees of the Raoul foundation 
have been asked by the National Asso- 
ciation for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis to indorse resolutions 
of the latter organization, calling up- 
On congress to provide for a tuberculo- 
sis division in the United States pub- 
lic health service and for an advisory 
committee in connection therewith of 
physicians and laymen. 

“The purpose of the suggestéd ac- 
tion,” says Mr. Faulkner, “is to pro- 
cure from the government and the 
public health service the same ‘interest 
and activity in regard to tuberculosis 
as was shown in the yellow fever prob- 
lem, and as is shown just now in_pel- 
lagra. The nation-wide crusade for the 
last ten years has reduced the death 
rate from consumption by one-fourth, 
but we are still ignorant of some of 
the factors that cause the disease, and 
there is urgent need of the standardi- 
zation of the methods of prevention and 
treatment.” 

At the next meeting of the oneeen 
of the foundation, on April ft, both 
resolutions of the directors of the Nas 
tional association and, the bill now 
pending in congress providing for as- 
sistance from the federal treasury for 
state sanitariums under certain con- 
ditions, will come up for discusston.

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SEEN BY MKENNA 


British Chancellor Proposes 
New Taxes — McKenna 
Says Country Is Bearing 
Up Well ‘Under Financial 


Strain. 


London, April 4.—Faced by-the prob- 
lem of financing for another year 2 
war costing Great Britain £5,000,000 
daily, the chancellor of the exchequer, 


Reginald McKenna, was met at the; 


outset ‘by two favorable circumstances, 
namely, that owing to the expansive 
power of British trade, the revenue for 
the year exceeded the estimated reve-~- 
nue by £32,000,000,. while the year’s 
expenditures has been £31,000,000 below 
the estimate. : . 

In opening his address to the com- 
mons, Mr. cKenna said he assumed 
that the war would last during the 
whole of the financial year. 

By imposing new taxes on amuse- 
matches and 
mineral waters and raising a number 
of the old taxes, including those on 
excess war profits, incomes, sugar, 
cocoa, coffee and’ motor cars, the chan- 
cellor estimates that he will be able 
to raise about £65,000,000, which is 
nearly double what many persons be- 
lieved he could raise by this means. 

At the close of an able and lucid 
speech in the house of commons today, 
explaining the greatest budget in the 
world’s history, the chancellor made an 
interesting comparison with German 
finances, declaring that while Great 
Britain was raising more than £300,- 
000,000 annually by taxation, the sec- 
retary of the German imperial treasury, 
Dr. Helfferich, was announcing a 
“doubtful increase” of £24,000,000, 

Explaining his financail methods, Mr. 
McKenna indicated his desire to avoid 
anything requiring new machinery for 
its collection, which would prove cost- 
ly. Equally he desired to distribute 
the necessary burdens fairly over the 
whole community. He said he was 
aware of no historical parallel in other 
countries for the willingness displayed 
by the people of Great Britain to sub- 
mit cheerfully to the tax gatherers’ 
exactions, but it would be a mistake, 
he added, to drive this spirit of public 
sacrifice too hard. 

Tax on War Profits. 

For instance, he said, he had resisted 
suggestions for an excessive increase in 
the tax on excess war profits, because 
he considered this would have the ef- 
fect of restricting trading enterprises. 
He reminded the house that firms car- 
rying a large business accepted great 
risks and responsibilities and needed 
to build up good reserves of capital 
because after the war they would be 
called upon to meet strong competition 
abroad. 

On the. question of the general tariff 
which has been the subject of earnest 
speculation in political circles, Mr. Mc- 

enna put aside any idea that the gov- 
ernment had yet been converted to that 
means for raising revenues or break- 
ing enemy competition. On this point 
he added: 

“The house will have noticed that I 
have not discussed the questions ag to 
whether fiscal duties might now prop- 
erly be used for controlling and direct- 
ing trade in a way advantageous to 
ourselves and injurious to our enemies. 
I and my colleagues are satisfied that 
any attempt in this direction would be 
met by insuperable preliminary diffi- 
culties in finding the necessary ma- 
chinery to give effect to such pro- 
posals.”’ ’ 

On the whole the budget was well 
received both in the house and by the 
public. The debate following’ the 
chancellor’s speech was confined to 
miner members. Criticisms mainly 
concerned objections to the tax on 
matches and railway tickets. 

William O’Brien, nationalist for the 
city of Cork, strongly protested that 
the new proposals were piling burdens 
on Ireland which she could never 
stand. 

The most unpopular of the taxes is 
the tax on matches, which will about 
double their cost. It is recalled that 
the last attempt to place a tax on 
matches in 1874 by the liberal chan- 
cellor, Robert Lowe, led to such se- 
rious riots in London that the attempt 
was abandoned. 


Financial Situation Explained. 


The direct war expenditure for the 
present year, Mr. McKenna estimated 
at £1,150,000,000. Advances to the al- 
lies and dominions he put at £450,000,- 
000, while the total expenditure for the 
year he estimated at £1,825,500,000, or 
almost exactly £5,000,000 daily. 

The chancellor said he was sure the 
house would face the figures with con- 
fidence. Apart from the advances to 
the allies and dominions, the expendi- 
ture would be £3,750,000 daily. He sai: 
that the estimated revenue for the year 
was £509,000.000 and the difference be- 
tween this and the expenditure, namely 
£1,323,000,000, would be met by bor- 
rowing. Allowing for interest and 


sinking fund he would have to meet 


an additional charge of £79,000,000. He 
had, first, to obtain: sufficient revenue 
to meet the country’s obligation: sec- 
ondly, to pay as large a proportion of 
the cost of the war as possible, and, 
thirdly, to distribute-~ the burden as 
far as possible. 

By the present scale of taxation, 
continued the chancellor, the govern- 
ment was making ample provision for 
the sérvices of the war, and when 
peace came the country would have 
a considerable margin for the reduc- 
tion of taxation. he figures proved 
Great Britain’s ability to continue the 
war with unabated vigor. 

Net British Debt. 

At the end of 1916-17 the net debt, 
excluding £800,000,000 advanced to ths 
allies and dominions, would be £2,6av.,- 
000,000, and the debt charge, with 
sinking fund, £145,000,000, The or-

He left a note to the 
public and requested that his conduct 
of the institution be investigated and 
that spoilsmen be kept from interfer- 
ing with an institution devoted to hu- 
manity.

HE STYLES THE PACKERS}: 


Washington, April 4-—Former Gov- 
ernor Stubbs, of Kansas, and former 


Judge W. H. Wallace, of Missouri, who, 


said they had learned by raising cattle 
themselves that meat packers by price- 


fixing combinations were crushing live} 
stock growers, pleaded with a hotse- 


judiciary subcommittee today to aid in 
inaugurating sweeping reforms in the 
packing industry, They appeared as 
counsel for western growers and feed- 
ers. 

Speaking on the Borland -resolution, 
now before the subcommittee, which 
would order a federal trade commission 
investigation to determine whether the 
packers are violating the anti-trust 


laws, they indorsed the proposal and } 


suggested making laws prohibiting the 
restraint of trade in foodstuffs gener- 
ally more stringent, Jail sentences 
were particularly urged. 

“Fines are jokes,’ Mr. Stubbs de- 
clared. “They are not effective. The 
producers and the consumers pay the 
penalty. Anyone who juggles with the 
prices of food when millions are strug- 
gling for bread should be imprisoned, 
and not fined. «Forty per cent of the 
feed lots in this country are empty be- 
cause of present market conditions. 
Nearly every stock man that I know 
believes there is a packers’ trust.” 

Mr. Wallace, who prosecuted the 
James train rebbers, heatedly denounc- 
ed the alleged packing. combination. 

“We are after @ worse crowd now 
than the James boys,” he declared. 
“These fellows steal more money in a 
week than the James boys did in their 
whole career.” 

He submitted an affidavit from Leo. 
Burns, a former stock yards employeee, 
declaring that Kansas City and Chicago 
packing houses were in constant com- 
munication regarding proposed pur- 
chases from speculators. 

On one occasion, the judge asserted, 
he received only one bid on a bunch of 
eattle at the Kansas City yards and 
learned later that they were divided: 
between two packing concerns.

THE DYESTUFF SUPPLY. 

Criticising the democratic’ majority in 
congress for its inaction in the face of one 
of the most serious industrial crises that 
has ever confronted the United States, Dr. 
Charles H. Herty, president of the American 
Chemical society, pointed out in an address 
to the southern:cotton mill men here yes- 
terday the dangerous aspects of the alarm- 
ing dyestuff shortage iu this country. The 
Constitution reproduces today a synopsis of 
Dr. Herty’s address, which carries a mes- 
sage of national impotft. 

To build the dyestuff industry in this 
country in all of its ramifications, which re- 
quires both time and vast expenditure, the 
American Chemical society, a non-partisan 
organigation, headed by a loyal democrat, 
has pointed out the legislative needs which 
congress alone can supply. These are a rea- 
sonable tariff, an “anti-dumping” clause to 
prevent unfair foreign competition, and, 
finally, a non-partisan tariff board to which 
should be left the question as to the tariff 
needs of the industry with the proposal of 
ultimate removal of the tariff altogether as 
soon as itris. upom its feet:and able to cope 
with any sort of foreign competition. 

The program upon the face of it is a fair 
one. But more than that, it is essential. 
The situation has been canvassed from one 
end to the other, and the legislative request 
has been written down ‘to a minimum. 

But democratic leadership im ‘congress, 
while recognizing the principle of it by offer 
of compromise, professes to balk at. the 
“protective tariff” idea, simply because it 
happens to mean protection. It seems to 
avail nothing that protection in this case 
would not and could not affect the ultimate 
consumer, proof of which lies in the fact 
that it costs about one and one-half cents to 
dye a dozen pairs of socks, and but little 
more than tw9 cents to put the fast colors 
into a $25 suit of clothes, 
would be unable to note the difference in 
his bill. 

If under circumstances such as these a 
moderate amount of protection is essential 
to the development of an’ industry upon 
which, as Dr. Herty shows, millions of la- 
borers are ultimately dependent for their 
living wage, the spirit that balks at it be- 
cause of a fixed idea is simply inconceivable. 

Do democratic congressmen propose to 
blind themselves to the’ danger that con- 
fronts the wage-earner in thousands of in- 
dustries, because a temporary tariff may 
add a cent and a half to the price of a 
dozen pairs of socks or two cents to a suit 
of clothes? 

American dyestuff supplies will be ex- 
hausted by January 1 next. It will take 
more than eight months to get ready to 
make them in anything like the quantities 
needed. We do not know what conditions 
are going to confront us when the war 
closes. Germany may puf an embargo on 
the exportation of dyestuffs altogether, 
until she re-establishes her own industries. 
This has already been agitated in the em- 
pire. “Then she may, plan to flood this 
country with dyestuffs to win back her trade 
in that product against any possible Ameri- 
can competition. 

Not only must we -have the dyestuffs, 
but we must.be prepared to meet and cope 
with these conditions.'? Under present laws 
the situation is hopeless. We can neither 
get the dyes we need, nor can we hope for a 
moment to compete with Germany in their 


manufacture.

Editor Constitution: It seems to me that 
every citizen of Atlanta should express to 
you and your valuable paper appreciation of 
the timely editorial appearing in the columns 
of your Sunday issue headed “Atlanta’s Real 
Diseage.”’ 

The power of the press through the edi- 
torial columns to arouse public interest to a 
point of action in the change of an evil. or 
a modification of some practice which is 
detrimental to the city’s interest, has many 
times been proven in Atlanta.

Mr. Herty’s Address. 
Mr. Herty’s address in part follows: 


“An astounding situation. presents itself 
today to the American nation. Industries, 
whose annual output is valued at billions o 
dollars and whose laborers number millions 
of American citizens, find themselves direct- 


the cessation of shipments of dyestuffs fram 
Germany, our chief source of such products 
before the outbreak of the European war. 

‘To meet this situation American manu- 
facturers and capitalists have stood ready 
to proceed with all possible haste to the de- 
velopment of a national, self-contained dye- 
stuff industry. 
insure them against unjust foreign competi- 
tion, which they rightly realize cannot be 
met on even terms for several years and 
which th have every reason to believe will 
be ruthiéss in its character in the effort to 
regain lost markets. ’ 

“This reasonable assurance by congress, 
however, has been withheld, and the demo- 
cratic party, now in control of both the sen- 
ate and the +dhouse, stands today responsible 
for the astounding situation and its contin- 
uance. Partisan politics has prevailed where 
statesmanship and broad-minded American- 
ism were demanded. 


The Influences Involved. 

“This charge is not lightly made, fér it is 
against my own party. To justify it let me 
trace briefly the influences bearing on this 
prgblem, classifying these under two terms 
commonly used in describing certain chem- 
ical re-agents, namely, ‘accelerants’ and ‘re- 
tardants.’ 

“First, as to ‘accelerants:’ Immediately 
after the outbreak of-the European war, the 
New York section of the American Chemical 
society, foreseeing economic distress, ap- 
pointed a committee of experts to study the 
dyestuff problem. Its report recommended 
tariff increases considered to be the mini- 
mum for development of a domestic industry, 
such rates to be supplemented by an ef- 
fective anti-dumping clause, This report, 
unanimously adopted by the _ section, 
promptly communicated to congress. Then 
came the British orders in council and the 
embargo on dyestuffs by Germany. Efforts 
of Ay 9 state department to bring relief 

ed. 

“On the opening day of congress, Repre- 
sentative Hill of Connecticut introduced a 
bill, H. R. 702, to encourage the upbuilding 
of a domestic dyestuff industry by higher 
tariff rates. This bill is simply the embod- 
iment of the rates recommended in the 
above report. In January hearings were 
held on this bill, and the remarkable sight 
was presented of manufacturers and con- 
sumers with practical unanimity. urging the 
prompt enactment of the measure, and as- 
suring abundance of capital, raw material 
and technical skill to effect the immediate 
expansion of the industry. 

“Nearly three months have elapsed since 
the hearings were held. Meanwhile, the in- 
dustrial distress has grown daily more acute, 
and today that biJl, the only legislative pro- 
posal on this subject before congress, is ef- 
fectively ‘pigeonholed.’ |

Relief Vitally Easential. 


It is vitally essential that something be 
done promptly. That the request for a high- 
er tariff is not without warrant is shown 
by the fact that the British and Japanese 
governments promptlv recognized the unusual 
claims of the dyestuff industry upon govern- 
mental aid and already in both countries the 
industry, sufficient for home needs, is well 
under way through government loans of 
capital, interest guarantees, and tariffs. Are 
we alone to be left at the close of the war 
in the hands of the German monopoly of dye- 
stuffs? Can we hope thus to build up a 
great export business for our cotton goods? 
Let me quote in translated form from the 
leading article by G. Stein in the most re- 
cent issue, February 1, 1916, of the Farber- 
Zeitung, one of the leading German dyestuff 
journals: 

“‘The German coal-tar dyestuff industry 
ought, after the conclusion of peace, to be 
permitted to sell dyestuffs only in Germany 
and Austria, in Turkey and Bulgaria, until 
the German textile factories are again fully 
occupied and all warehouses and stores and 
all consumers are again supplied with good 
white, dyed and printed goods. Only then 
would-it be permissible to furnish German 
coal-tar dyestuffs to neutral or hostile for- 
eign countries’ 

“To fully cover the necessities of our do- 
mesfic dyestuff situation I would urge: 

“Kirst: The prompt passage of a bill, 
embodying the rates recommended by experts 
in this field, thus insuring the prompt ex- 
pansion of the industry. 

“Second: The passage of an effective 
anti-dumping clause or unfair practices act 
which would guard our manufacturers 
against that unfair ‘competition we have 
every reason to expect from the German 
monopoly in coal-tar dyestuffs. 

“Third: The passage of the tariff com- 
mission bill now before congress. Such a 
body would give an impartial judgment as 
to when the industry is sufficiently estab- 
lished to need no longer the advanced rates 
now advocated, thereby protecting the public. 

“In these matters the voice of your asso- 
ciation should be heard. Your interests are 
vitally at stake; the welfare of your oper- 
atives depends upon you. Arouse the south- 
ern press to energetic advocacy and impress 
southern democratic congressmen with the 
justice and urgency of your. cause. Neither

WORK OF FEDERAL TRADE BODY 
IS DESCRIBED BY WILLIAM J. HARRIS 


work of the newly created federal trade 
commission furnished the. theme of an in- 
teresting and instructive address by Hon. 
William J. Harris, of Cedartown, Ga. 4 
member of the commission, before the Ameri- 
can Cotton Manufacturers’ association in At- 
lanta yesterday. 

Mr. Harris pointed out that Germany’s 
success as a commercial world power is due 
very largely to the policy of organizing and 
co-operating, her business men having 
worked together to establish communities of 
interest among themselves for the mutual 
purpose of promoting trade at home and 
abroad, the result being that they have more 
than six hundred associations of manufac- 
turers. producers and merchants, and in ad- 
dition to this about five thousand subsidiary 
Lusiness organizations, which the German 
government not only sanctions but assists in 
many ways. 

“Government and business are and should 
continue to be mutually helpful,” said Mr. 
Harris, “and our government has been grad- 
ually extending its assistance to different 
groups vpon whose prosperity depends to a 
large degree the prosperity of the country.” 

The interstate commerce commission hav- 
ing been organized to adjust and determine 
questions arising between shippers and car- 
riers, and the federal reserve board to give 
the bankers information as to their powers 
and duties, the president realized, said Mr. 
Harris, that general business had no such 
government agency, and so recommended to 
congress that a board with such duties and 
powers be established, and as a result the 
federal trade commission was created. 

An Agency of Public Service. 


The idea that prevailed when the com- 
mission was first created—that it was to be 
an inquisitorial body, forever searching out 
evil-doers—Mr. Harris declared to be a@ very 
one-sided concéption; for in reality the com- 
mission is an agency of public service,- its 
duty being quite as much to bring. to light 
what is sound and serviceable in business 
as what is sinister; to give the government 
and the public a correct knowledge of the 
facts of business so that the laws and their 
administration may promote and not, through 
misunderstanding, hinder the interest of all. 

The powers of the commission, as ex- 
plained by the speaker, are of three kinds; 
first, it has general power to investigate cor- 
porations engaged in interstate commerce, 
and may require such corporations to make 
special reports to the commission, furnishing 
such information as the commission may re- 
quire as to the organization, business, con- 
duct, practice and management. And _ he 
went on to say that it was hoped that these 
rejiorts may be of aid and benefit, not mere- 
ly to congress as a basis for future legisla- 
tion regulating interstate commerce, but to 
business men in general.’ : 

Mr. Harris declared that no matter how 
anxious the commission was to be helpful 
to- the business interests of the country, it 
was confronted at the outset with a lack of 
adequate information on industrial condi- 
ticns, for_in spite of all the attention that 
has been given to business during the last 
decade it is a fact that today there is no 
comprehensive data available, no construct- 
ive material: at hand to furnish a manufac- 
turer, merchant or trade association desiring 
to improve unsatisfactory conditions in: their

Commission’s Advisory Power. 


The second power of the commission Mr. 
Harris described as advisory, in that its in- 
vestigations as to alleged violations of the 
anti-trust laws gives it information which 
at the request of the federal courts it may 
use in suggesting appropriate decrees in 
suits brought by the United States under 
the anti-trust laws. 

In its advisory. capacity the commission 
has made investigations of trade conditions 
in and with foreign countries, the result of 
which wili be submitted to congress in the 
near future, together with a recommendation 
for legislation to prevent unfair dumping, a 
practice that has been followed by some 
European manufacturers who control in 


‘their line a large part of the world market 


to destroy competition abroad by reducing 
prices in the markets of their competitors to 
a point below cost of production. 

In foreign trade, said the speaker, men 
think in terms of national competition, and 
in many foreign markets the contest is not 
so much between individual corporations as 
it is between national industries; hence in 
South America we hear not. of actual or po- 
téntial competition of European individual 
corporations, but of German, French, Ameri- 
can or English competition, and’ by means 
of cartels or trade associations the leadin. 
industries in-those countries have organized, 
and when they move forward into foreign 
markets they move forward against compet- 
itors from other countries, 


Regulative Power. 


In the third place, the federal commission 
has certain regulative power over interstate 
commerce,. and this power, the speaker de- 
clared, vitally affects men engaged in inter. 
state commerce, and is the one in which all 
business men ought to be most interested. 
The regulative powers are conferred, not 
alone by the trade commission act, but by 
certain sections of the Clayton act. 

Section two of tme Clayton act, it was 
explained, declared discrimination in price 


between different purchasers of commodi- 
ties to be unlawful under certain conditions.’ 


This does not mean that the same price must 
be madeto all customers, but 
vision aimed specifically at the kind of price 
cutting that was once the favorite method 
used by certain powerful monopolies to put

Discussing at considerable length Amef- 
ican foreign commerce, quoting a mass oO 
statistics illustrative of its growth and ten- 
dencies, Mr. Harris declared that American 
exports are not so great as they should be,’ 
and that they have contained too large a pro- 
portion of raw materials and not enough 
manufactures. - Sc co ss 

“The country’s continued welfare is large- 
ly concerned ‘in the seientific development 
of our manufacturing and industrial re- 
sources, in the’ extension: of .our foreign 
commerce,.and particularly the sale of-man- 
ufactured goods,” said the speaker. 

“It is not sufficient,” he continued, “that 
we are above all nations, favored with great 
natural resources and advantages. In organ- 
ization. efficiency, economy of production. - 
cost of living, lack of a merchant marine 
and other respects we find ourselves under 
serious disadvantages. It* was providential 
that the federal reserve banking system 
eame into being’ when it did, for it contains 
the basis for a svstem stitable to our future 
needs, and has afforded invaluable protection 
in time of stress; as well as giving the 
means of extending Danking operations info. 
foreign lands.” 

Mr. Harris cited the fact that his bank 
has organized branches at the principal 
trade centers of the world, directing: its at- 
tention first to South America, and he said . 
that additional branches will be instituted 
as circumstances permit and business war- 
rants.

“The development of foreign trade must 
depend,” he said at another stage in his ad- 
dress, “upon wisdom and co-operation on the 
part of manufacturera.” :

Section seven declares it unlawful for «

No Penalties Provided. 


None of these provisions, Mr. Harris 
stated, are criminal provisions, there: being 
no penalty of any kind provided. . The. com- 
mission is authorized, however, to notify
